If this be spring it arrived with a co- 
brdinating rise in temperature just when 
®dmonton people were officially urged to 
push the hands of the clock along and adopt 
“daylight saving” time for the summer. That 
the change was welcome need not be said, 
The in-between season extended beyond the

There is nothing in the 
situation to offset the good soil conditions 
and discount hopes of splendid crops in coun- 
try and town.

Drawing on Europe 
Canada is to “import” sixteen hundred 
people from Europe to work in the textile 
and sugar beet industries. That is to Say, 
this number will be allowed to migrate if 
they wish to do so. For the reason, of course, 
that Canadians do not take to these lines 
of occupation. If the industries are to pros- 
per, and expand as other conditions make | 
possible, the labor supply must be drawn | 
from outside sources. Otherwise home-pro- 
duced shirt material and sugar will have 
only minor places in the national economy. 
It will be recalled that during the war 
years there was a fairly wide demand that 
beet sugar production be expanded, and the 
Dominion Government was blamed for not 
causing or encouraging this development. 
But later on it became apparent that but for 
Japanese and German prisoners-of-war beet- 
growing would have dwindled away. The re- 
turn to peace has not brought a movement 
of man-power the beet fields, nor ap- 
parently to the textile mills. Hence Europe 
is being drawn upon for labor to keep these 
industries going and give them a chance

Now the United Nations are faced with 
the question of what can be done to recon- 
cile these conflicting views—and if they 
cannot be reconciled, which idea should be 
the basis on which to administer the terri- 
tory. Britain has not surrendered its man- 
date. It has asked for advice, but said the 
advice must be consistent with its obligations 
if it is to continue to carry the direct res- 
ponsibility involved, 


After Five Years

(Postmaster General): On a 20 
pound parcel, which is the maxi- 
mum allowed for such a parcel, 
the (postal) rate to England is 
$2.50, made up as follows: England 
gets a credit of 51 cents on each 
of these parcels which the British 
postal authorities deliver anywhere 
in England. We have to pay them 
that 51 cents. The shipping com- 
panies charge $1.50 per two cubic 
feet, which is about the space of 
a gift parcel of 20 pounds takes 
up.
